The inventions of claims 1, 3, 5, 6 do not appear to possess novelty based on document 1 or 2 
Document 1 describes an electrically conductive composite material in which fine metal particles 
obtained by conducting a reaction of an organometallic salt and a reducing agent are dispersed in an 
organic bmder (see claim 1), and also describes that a metal salt of silver or a chelate compound 
thereof is used as the organometallic salt (see page 2, upper right column, lines 2-5), that the size of 
the fine metal particles is 5nm to about 50^im (see page 2, lower right column, lines 5-6), and that the 
electrically conductive composite material is used by coating and drying by heating (see the 
embodiments). The same description is provided in document 2. 

Claims 2, 4 describe that a particulate silver compound is at least one of silver oxide, silver 
carbonate, and silver acetate and that the reducing agent is ethylene glycol. Claims 7 to 9 describe that 
the electrically conductive film has physical values within a specific range. Those features are not 
described m the documents cited in the ISR and are not obvious.
